Yesterday’s session was more than 
@rdinarily interesting. When the 
House opened Sir Wilfrid Laurier de- 
livcred a short eulogy on the late Sir 
Giiver Mowat, Lieutenant Governor of 
Ontario. His estimate of the man and 
his work was complete and apprecia- 
tive. Ble especially brought out the 
fact iba: Sir Oliver in bis position as 
leader of the government of Ontario 
for so many years, had had more to do 
with the settlement of the questions 
arising out of Confederation, and 
therefore of Confederation itself, than 
any other man. Sir Oliver was one of 
the framers of the ).act-and wasa 
strong believer in a federal union. Sir 
John Mucdonzld, another of its fram- 
ers, was as strong apn advorate for Ie- 
gislative union. After confederation 
had been achieved and when Sir John 
Macdonald bela the reins of power in 
the Dominion, in questions that arose 
between the Dominion and_ the pro- 
vinees, his constant effort was to in- 
terpre: confederation as a legislative 
union. On the other hand Sir Oliver 
Mowat, leader of the government of 
the largest province of the Dominion, 
Was in a position, and bad the inclina- 
tion to maintain the rightsof the pro- 
vinces as part of afederal union. The 
epntesi hetwecn the two premiers as 'o 
the proper meaning of the Confedera- 
thon Act were many and determined, 
and in all of (hese Sir Olivers conten- 
tions were upbeld by the bignest au 
thority of the empire. adit notibecn 
for bis ability, his determination, and 
the position which he beld so long and 
so ably, there could be no question tthat 
Sir John Macdonald’s efforts towirds 
iegislative un'on would have been suc- 
cessful. as no other mam bad the abil- 
ity or the posiiion which would have 
enabled him to successfully maintain 
provincial rights. “peaking of his re- 
gnarkably successful carecr, Sir Wil- 
fri said, “It cnn be said of him as was 
anid of the Duke of Wellingion, that 
he searcely ever met a reverse and 
ever Jost a batlle.”

States. Another large part was im- 
ported into Canada for purposes of ex- 
port. When these two classes of im- 
ports were deducted, it appeared that 
Canada bought five million dollars 
worth of agricultural products from 
the States as against the seven mil- 
lion dollars worth which sle sold. Sir 
Richard scemed to be in good form as 
a speaker and 4ebater, but physically 
at 2 great disadvantage as he suffers 
seriously from , Theumatism. When 
standing up and speaking he secmed 
to be 2s vigorous asever, DUC When ai- 
tempting (o move abyui he seems ayed 
and feeble. 

The great feature of the day was the 
speech -cf the ex-minister of pub- 
lic works, not so much from what he 
aaid, as from the fact that it defined 
his position in regard to Canada's pub- 
lic affairs. It must be said for him 
that bis address was on a much high- 
ot level and dealt with the poliiical 
questions in their larger form to a 
degree far beyond any of the preced- 
ing speakers. Put sbortly, hdis a pno- 
teciionist first, fast and all the tame. 
He left the government because he 
found they were not sufficienily pro- 
tectionist and that, therefo-r, he 
could no longer agree withthem. He 
left ihe goveroment that he migkt 
more freely advocate his idcas 1b re- 
gard to trade and tariff matters. He 
spoke kindly of the majo-ity of his late 
colleagues, but said thst he had teen 
treated treach:rously by some of them, 
not bowever indicating who were 
friends or who had been enemies. No 
coubt he was not a very good party 
man, but be had deen of some assist- 
ance to the Liberal party when their 
circumstances wree difiercnct§ from 
(hose in which they now are: His specch 
was calm, comprehensive and Judi: ous 
and leaves him undoubtedly the leader 
of protectionis! seniiment in Canada; 
in 2 position to control tbe protection- 
ist wing ef the Liberal party and to 
accept leadership whenever it is offer- 
ed him. of the protectionist Couserva 
tive party His efforc has been to 
make protection a political not.a party 
iseue, and he has already travelled a 
long way on the road to success. In

The Manufacture of Binder Twine 
After an extensive trip to the contin- 

ent of Europe, says the Toronto News, 

for the purpose of studying the man- 

ufacture of binder twine, Professor N. 

Wolverton, president of the Brandon, 

Man, Binder Twine Co., Limited, pas- 

sel through the city today, carrying 

information with him which will, in all 

probability, mean that about §2,000,- 

000 which, heretofore has been spent 

by Canadian farmers in Enropean or 


United States purchases of binder 
twine, will kereafier remain in this 
country.

Thanks to Mr, Wolverton’s§ exten. 
sive enquiry, especially in Ireland, 
where every flax and linen mill _was 
visited, the home method can be im- 
proved upon, and chousands of dollars’ 
worth of straw, which before bad been 
burned, can now be utilized profitably. 

A bleaching: process, the invention =| 


the professer, is said to take ihe place 
of the long and expensive reiting pro 
cess in reating flax, and guarded most | 
jeziousls by the firm. of which he is 
the bead, A large rush with an ea- 
ecllent straw has been discovered in 
New Zealand, and after repeated cx- 
riments has been found to thrive in
